A MONTSAME correspondent was informed 
the republic's Ministry of Agriculture that at present almost 36,000 camps are 
wintering 24 million head of livestock. Heavy frosts, snow and blizzards com- 
plicate the work of the Livestock breeders considerably. But thanks to their 
selfless labor nd the constant concern on the part of the party and govern- 
ment, and national assistance, the temporary difficulties can be overcome suc- 
cessfully. Rural workers are firmly decided to confirm last year's successes 
and handle successfully the tasks set before them in the current year. 


It the dead of winter and repair of agricultural equipment is in full swing 
at the republic's farms. The fast pace of these operations can be judged by 

the example of farms in Selenge aymag, which is the country's main grain sup- 
plier. Using the flow line and central point method for repairing technical 
equipment and sowing machinery, the region's machine operators have already 
finished repairs on aimost half of the agricultural machinery. Throughout the 
country as a whole, repairs have been completed on 22-40 percent of the cater- 
pillar and wheeled tractors and other types of sowing and cultivating equipment. 
In the current year, the republic's farmers should harvest no less than 600,000 
tons of grain and 424,000 tons of potatoes, vegetable and fodder crops. 


Last vear was marked by record milk preduction at the mechanized dairy farm of 
the _.word indistinct! state farm. The farm's workers supplied residents of the 
capital with 2 million ‘werd indistinct] of milk. Economists estimate that if 
this milk was poured into the tanks of 3-ton milk trucks, the line of trucks 
would extend aiong the entire 40-kilometer highway between the farm and Ulaan- 


baatar.
